The opiſh Do- 
ctors who undertook the Charge againit 
that Confeſſion, aud the Grecians Aſſem- 
bled in the laſt Council of Jeruſalem under 
the Patriarch Doſithew, did not think it 
enough to difown ir, but further aſſerted, 
that Cyril! Lucar Patriarch of Conſtantinople, 
never held the Opinions which are in =
